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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the application: 

10/244,124 (now is US 6,770,665) with a filing date September 13, 2002. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 06, 
2005, has been entered. 

3. Claims 1 -21 , filed on February 22, 2005, are pending in the application. 

Responses to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments regarding rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) over Pechacek et al. US 6,015,826, filed on July 06, 2005, have been 
fully considered and they are persuasive. A side-by-side comparison between instant 
compounds No. 18 or 20 and Pechacek etal. compounds No. 120, 121, 125, 126, and 
131, has demonstrated unexpected results, i.e., 80-100 % of inhibiting sucking pest of 
instant compounds vs. <51 % of inhibiting sucking pest of Pechacek et al. compounds. 
Therefore rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Pechacek et al. '826, 
has been withdrawn herein. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 -21 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to insecticidal 3-(2,6-disubstituted 
phenyl )-5-[5-arylthie-2-yl]-1,2,4-triazoles. The closest reference is Hegde et al. US 
6,770,665, which is the parent case of instant application, discloses insecticidal 3-(2,6- 
disubstituted phenyl)-5-[4 or 5-arylthie-2 or -3- yl]-1 ,2,4-triazoles. The difference 
between Hegde et al. '665 and instant claimed compounds is that instant claimed 
compounds are instant compounds are isomers of Hegde et al. Suggestion for 
modification of above record to obtain the instant claimed compounds/compositions, 
has not been found. Claims 1-21 are allowed.
